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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

We  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  School  Health  Service  for  the  year  1970. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Service  has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  the 
statutory  recpiirements  have  been  fulhlled.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record 
once  again  that  the  physical  condition  of  children  seen  at  medical  inspection 
has  remained  at  a  very  high  standard,  99-92%  of  those  examined  being  con¬ 
sidered  satisfactory  in  this  respect.  Of  the  conditions  found  at  inspection, 
defective  vision  and  nose  and  throat  ailments  remain  the  most  common.  The 
former  are,  for  the  most  part,  simple  refractive  errors,  readily  susceptible  to 
correction,  while  the  majority  of  the  latter  relate  to  chronic  tonsillitis  and 
adenoids.  On  the  whole,  the  figures  show  little  striking  change  from  those  of 
recent  years,  either  in  trend  or  in  the  number  of  cases  seen. 

One  change  which  has  unfortunately  become  increasingly  apparent  during 
the  past  year  or  two  is  the  rising  number  of  children  referred  to  the  Service  by 
their  head  teachers  because  of  difficult  and  unmanageable  behaviour  at  school. 
Some  of  these  are  suffering  from  the  kind  of  emotional  disturbance  which  can 
be  helped  by  psychiatric  treatment,  where  this  is  available,  but  it  is  difficult  to 
escape  the  conclusion  that  the  trend  itself  is  symptomatic  of  the  kind  of  society- 
in  which  we  live,  and  thus  not  susceptible  of  any  readily  applied  solution.  It 
seems  certain  that  far  more  special  school  places  for  pupils  exhibiting  these 
symptoms  will  be  required  than  are  available  at  the  present  time. 

The  year  has  been  over-shadowed  by  the  deaths  of  two  long  serving 
members  of  staff,  both  of  whom  died  while  on  duty.  Mrs.  Marshall,  Social 
Worker  at  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  since  I960,  was  the  tragic  victim  of  a  fatai 
road  accident  in  April  and  Mr.  Gaunt,  Headmaster  of  Aynsley  School  for  the 
past  fourteen  years,  collapsed  and  died  shortly  after  arriving  at  school  on  the 
morning  of  the  18th  September.  Both  had  served  the  Authority  well  and  were 
held  in  high  affection  and  regard  by  their  colleagues  and  by  all  those  associated 
with  them  in  their  work.  They  will  be  very-  sadly^  missed. 

Two  of  our  doctors  left  us  during  the  year  to  move  to  other  areas  -  Dr. 
Bennett  to  accompany  her  husband  to  Birmingham,  and  Dr.  Singh  to  take  up 
the  appointment  of  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  Huddersfield.  Both 
had  made  valuable  contributions  to  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  in 
this  district,  and  they  take  with  them  our  good  wishes  for  the  future.  Their 
going  further  depletes  the  number  of  full  time  medical  officers  available  for  this 
work,  and  intensifies  the  difficulty  of  maintaining  continuity-,  mentioned  in 
last  year’s  report. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  support  and  consideration  of  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Education  Committee,  and  to  thank  the  Chief  Education 
Officer  and  his  staff  for  their  help  and  encouragement  throughout  the  vear. 
We  desire  to  expre.ss  the  thanks  of  all  members  of  the  School  Health  Service 
to  the  teaching  profe.ssion  for  their  ever-ready  help  and  co-operation.

CLASSIFICATION  OF  THE  GENERAL  CONDITION  OF  PUPILS  INSPECTED  IN  THE  AGE  GROUPS 
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ROUTINE  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

Routine  medical  inspection  has  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year 
and  the  statutory  requirements  have  been  fulfilled.  The  number  of  children  in 
the  respective  age  groups  presented  for  medical  inspection  in  the  maintained 
primary  and  secondary  schools  during  the  year  was  15,723.  Detailed  figures 
are  shown  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

NUTRITION 

The  school  medical  officers’  assessment  of  the  physical  condition  of  the 
pupils  seen  at  routine  medical  inspection  during  the  year  continues  to  compare 
very  favourably  with  figures  obtained  in  previous  years. 

TREATMENT  OF  DEFECTS  AT  THE  SCHOOL  CLINICS 

AND  ELSEWHERE 

MINOR  AILMENTS  AND  DISEASES  OF  THE  SKIN 

At  the  school  clinics  3,562  minor  ailments  were  treated,  compared  with 
3,945  in  1969.

VISUAL  DEFECTS  AND  EXTERNAL  EYE  DISEASES 

Dr.  V.L.  Gokhale  has  carried  out  refraction  work  at  the  clinics,  and  has 
reported  as  follows; 

‘‘2,723  children  were  treated  at  the  ophthalmic  clinic  sessions  this  year. 
The  number  of  e.xternal  eye  diseases  treated  at  these  clinics  was  473. 

Ophthalmic  school  clinic  work  includes  the  detection  and  treatment  of 
squints.  We  always  felt  the  need  of  an  orthoptist  to  treat  squints  and  follow 
them  up,  and  during  the  year  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  establish  and 
run  two  orthoptic  clinics  in  the  City  -  one  at  Hanley  and  the  other  at  Longton. 
Cases  of  squint  which,  after  assessment,  need  operative  treatment  are  referred 
to  hospital  at  the  earliest  opportunity  and,  when  requested,  are  followed  up 
afterwards,  too. 

I  wish  to  thank  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  nurses  and  medical  officers 
as  well  as  the  school  clinic  secretarial  and  nursing  staff  and  school  medical 
officers  for  their  co-operation  and  help  in  the  smooth  running  of  the  eye  sessions.

EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  DEFECTS 

A  total  of  1,3S4  cases  were  under  treatment  or  observation  at  the  clinics. 
Of  this  total  431  were  throat  cases  and  953  were  ear  defects. 

Those  requiring  further  examination  and  treatment  were  referred  to  the 
North  Staffordshire  Hospital  Centre,  and  275  children  had  operative  treatment 
for  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  arranged  in  this  way.

AUDIOLOGY 


Dr.  Roberts,  who  is  responsible  for  the  Andiological  Service  in  the  City, 
reports  as  follows; — 

“Neither  in  the  number  of  cases  referred,  nor  in  the  nature  of  the  routine 
work  of  the  clinic  during  the  past  year,  has  there  been  any  significant  change 
calling  for  special  comment. 

The  temporary  unit  for  partial  hearing  children  in  the  5  -  8  age  group  was 
opened  at  Hill  Top  school  early  in  the  year,  and  is  proving  to  be  a  great  success. 
Some  further  comment  concerning  the  unit  is  included  in  the  following  report 
by  Miss  Kennerley,  together  with  a  photograph  of  the  children  at  work. 

“The  established  system  of  home  guidance  for  the  parents  of  young  hearing 
impaired  children,  and  regular  visits  to  the  schools  which  partial  hearing 
children  attend,  continued  on  a  peripatetic  basis  throughout  the  year. 

Teachers  who  have  hearing  impaired  children  in  their  classes  attended  a 
special  meeting  and  showed  a  keen  interest  in  the  needs  of  the  hearing  handi¬ 
capped  child.  The  success  which  many  of  these  children  experienced  in  school 
is  due  in  no  short  measure  to  the  careful  and  considerate  attention  of  their 
teachers. 

In  February,  1970  a  unit  for  partial  hearing  children  in  the  5-8  years  age 
range  opened  at  the  Hill  Top  C.  Middle  and  Infants’  School,  Burslem,  and  Mrs. 
Pratt,  an  experienced  teacher  of  the  deaf,  is  the  class  teacher.  The  unit  serves 
the  needs  of  hearing  impaired  children  who  cannot  achieve  their  full  potential 
in  the  normal  school,  yet  do  not  require  full-time  education  in  either  a  school  for 
the  deaf  or  partial  hearing. 

The  Hill  Top  unit  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Stoke-on-Trent  Educa¬ 
tion  Authority,  but  admissions  from  outside  the  region  are  considered  and,  in 
addition  to  Stoke-on-Trent,  children  from  Newcastle  and  North  Staffordshire 
attend  the  class.  The  maximum  intake  into  any  one  unit  is  ten,  and  there  are 
eight  children  in  the  existing  class. 

This  is  a  temporary  unit,  pending  the  construction  of  purpose  built  class¬ 
rooms  at  a  later  date,  but  already  it  is  fulfilling  its  purpose  well,  and  has  been 
given  the  enthusiastic  support  of  all  concerned.  We  must  especially  thank  Mr. 
Scholes,  the  Headmaster  of  Hill  Top  School.  The  success  or  failure  of  integrat¬ 
ing  unit  children  into  the  main  school  depends  largely  upon  the  understanding 
and  co-operation  of  the  head  teacher  and  his  staff,  and  in  this  respect  we  are 
particularly  fortunate.  During  the  year  interested  visitors  have  been  welcomed 
to  the  unit. 

Plans  are  now  being  considered  for  a  further  temporary  unit,  which  will 
cater  for  children  in  the  middle  school  age  range,  to  be  established  at  the  same 
school  and  opened  in  1971.

ORTHOPAEDIC  DEFECTS 

63  children  requiring  inpatient  treatment  have  been  treated  at  the  Biddulph 
Grange  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  1,482  children  received  attention  at  the  school 
orthopaedic  clinics  during  the  year.  Attendances  for  treatment  numbered 
16,907. 

Clinic  sessions  for  remedial  exercises  are  conducted  each  week  by  the  six 
physiotherapists,  on  premises  throughout  the  City.  The  children  are  referred 
for  treatment  from  a  variety  of  sources,  but  the  majority  tend  to  come  from 
hospital  consultants  or  from  the  school  medical  officers  themselves.  Their 
progress  is  assessed  at  regular  intervals. 

Mrs.  Glynn  has  submitted  the  following  report: — 

‘‘Many  children  and  some  members  of  staff  were  incapacitated  by  the 
influenza  epidemic  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  so  the  number  of  treatments  at 
this  time  was  lower  than  usual. 

As  the  children  returned  to  school,  numbers  in  the  breathing  classes 
increased  considerably,  the  chief  reasons  for  treatment  being:  post-influenzal 
infections,  bronchitis,  and  bronchial  asthma.  In  most  cases  postural 
drainage  was  nece.ssary,  and  both  parents  and  children  were  instructed  how  to  do 
this  at  home.  The  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

The  weather  during  the  summer  months  was  not  ideal,  and  the  small  amount 
of  sunshine  was  counteracted  by  the  very  cold  winds,  which  caused  many  upper 
respiratory  conditions,  with  their  accompanying  ‘‘loose  coughs”.  Exercises 
helped  here,  and  the  ‘‘Handkerchief  Drill”,  which  precedes  any  breathing  cla.ss, 
had  to  be  stressed. 

A  too  late  bed-time  is  one  of  the  more  important  causes  of  faulty  jiosture 
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in  the  school  child.  This  is  usually  a  social  hazard,  and  can  only  be  overcome 
by  getting  the  full  co-operation  of  parent  and  child,  and  by  making  them  realLse 
the  future  value  of  the  exercises.  Hair  style  is  another  predisposing  factor,  but 
the  prevailing  fashion,  in  which  the  hair  is  tied  back  on  the  nape  of  the  neck, 
helps  to  produce  a  better  stance. 

It  is  significant  that  most  of  the  bigger  girls,  when  first  attending  for  foot 
exercises,  are  wearing  shoes  with  1|"  -  2|"  heels  and  are  complaining  of  pain 
in  the  region  of  the  metatarsal  arches.  The  younger  children  are  also  wearing 
higher  heels,  with  the  accompanying  foot  troubles.  Pains  in  the  calf  muscles 
are  common  as  the  children  change  into  lower  heeled  shoes  and  the  varying 
heights  of  heel  cause  muscular  and  circulatory  discomfort.  Much  patience  is 
required  to  educate  parents  and  children  in  the  purcha.se  of  correctly  fitting  foot 
wear. 

The  number  of  children  requiring  sun-ray  treatment  has  increased  and  it 
is  significant  that  very  few  of  these  succumbed  to  the  minor  ailments  suffered 
by  their  school  fellows.  All  the  children  having  U.V.R.  put  on  weight,  slept 
better  and  were  more  confident  as  a  result. 

Awareness  of  the  facilities  for  physiotherapy  in  the  School  Health  Service 
seems  to  be  increasing,  and  more  cases  are  being  referred  by  hospital  consultants, 
general  practitioners,  head  teachers  and  welfare  clinics.  We  thank  them  all 
for  their  co-operation.

CHIROPODY 


Mr.  Wood  reports  as  follows: — 

”1970  has  been  an  uneventful  year,  cases  presented  being  routine.  The 
majority  of  treatments  given  have,  as  usual,  been  for  verrucae  pedis.  With 
few  exceptions  these  have  cleared  very  rapidly.  The  exceptions  are  the  multiple 
mosaic,  found  mostly  in  the  girls  age  group  12  -  16  years.  More  prolonged 
treatment  is  required,  but  these  have  finally  responded.  Skin  excresences, 
corns,  nail  conditions  etc.,  remain  fairly  constant  and,  when  required,  advice 
on  footwear  has  been  given. 

Once  again  I  must  thank  both  the  teaching  and  medical  staffs  for  their 
help  and  co-operation.

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SHORT  WA\'E  THERAPY 

Dr.  Donnellan,  ScIkx)!  Medical  Officer  at  Ifurslem  Clinic,  who  is  in  charge 
of  short-wave  therajiy,  reports  as  follows: — 

“Short-wave  clinics  were  continued  throughout  l!)70.  Satisfactory  results 
have  been  obtained  in  all  cases;  relief  of  symptoms  resulting  in  improvement  in 
general  health. 

In  asthma  cases,  where  attendance  was  regular,  good  results  were  obtained. 
Short-wave  therapy  was  combined  with  exercises  in  many  cases,  and  where 
these  were  continued  at  home  excellent  results  followed.  The  importance  of 
continuing  exercises  at  home  was  stressed  to  the  parents  of  children  attending. 

Nasal  catarrh  and  rhinitis  were  treated  successfully,  as  was  sinusitis. 

Rheumatic  and  arthritic  conditions  responded  well ;  pain  being  relieved 
after  a  few  treatments. 

Traumatic  lesions  did  extremely  well.

We  believe 
we  can  reciprocate  by  our  assessment  of  the  child  from  the  speech  and  language 
viewpoint,  and  by  our  comparatively  intimate  contact  with  the  child  and  his 
family. 

Mrs.  Thompson  has  been  elected  a  committee  member  of  the  local  branch 
of  the  Association  for  Special  Education. 

We  are  very  pleased  to  be  involved  in  the  work  in  the  new  Autistic  Unit 
at  Abbey  Hill  Special  School,  and  hope  to  be  more  so  when  staffing  allows. 

Mrs.  Parker  left  us  at  Christmas.  We  congratulate  her  on  the  birth  of  a 
daughter,  and  look  forward  to  her  return  to  part-time  work  with  us  later  next 
year. 

W'e  regret  to  say  that  we  are  experiencing  a  severe  shortage  of  staff  at  the 
])rcsent  time. 

Once  again  we  are  glad  to  have  the  opportunity  of  thanking  all  our  colleagues 
for  their  continued  co-operation,  with  particidar  appreciation  of  the  close 
association  with  Dr.  Doreen  Hutchin.son  and  staff  of  the  Child  (iuidance  Clinic.

DENTAL  DEFECTS 

The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  has  submitted  the  following  report: — 

“Staff: 

The  improvement  in  the  staffing  situation  remarked  on  at  the  end  of  1969 
continued  during  1970  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  Authority  had  more 
dental  officers  than  at  any  time  since  pre-war  days.  It  is  additionally  en¬ 
couraging  to  report  that  the  majority  of  the  dental  officers  are  under  40  years 
of  age,  with  the  possibility  of  many  years  service  ahead.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  the  ratio  of  dental  officers  to  children  was  1  :  4,600. 

Inspections: 

The  number  of  children  seen  for  the  first  time  at  the  clinics  increased 
(8,901),  as  did  those  inspected  at  school  (5,928).  A  further  1,299  were  also 
inspected  at  school  or  clinic.  The  14,829  children  inspected  for  the  first  time 
represents  33%  of  the  school  roll.  74%  were  found  to  require  treatment,  and 
81%  of  these  accepted  and  commenced  a  course  of  treatment. 

Treatment: 

A  total  of  10,244  children  commenced  courses  of  treatment.  This  is  22% 
of  the  school  roll,  and  87%  of  these  completed  their  treatment.  The  most 
notable  aspect  of  the  year’s  treatment  was  the  marked  increase  in  the  amount 
of  conservation  done.  The  ratio  of  permanent  teeth  filled  to  those  extracted 
improved  again  to  41  to  1.  There  was  also  a  considerable  reduction  in  the 
number  of  general  anaesthetics  given  by  dental  officers,  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year  all  the  general  anaesthetics  were  given  by  medically  qualified  anaes¬ 
thetists. 

Orthodontics: 

This  aspect  of  the  Service  continued  to  enjoy  marked  success.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  patients  treated  increased,  and  the  number  of  treatments  abandoned 
was  reduced  to  3%,  well  below  the  national  average  of  lO'/o. 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare: 

This  branch  of  the  Service  did  not  show  any  im])rovement  during  the  year. 
However,  with  the  opening  of  the  new  Tunstall  Health  Centre,  steps  were  taken 
to  increase  the  number  of  under  fives  receiving  treatment.  All  three  year  olds 
in  the  Tunstall  area  are  to  be  offered  an  inspection  and  treatment,  if  necessary. 
The  first  results  of  this  project  are  encouraging,  and  similar  schemes  will  be 
started  in  other  areas  of  the  City. 

Preventive  Dentistry  and  Dental  Health  Education: 

The  application  of  stannous  fluoride  to  teeth  continued,  and  on  a  larger 
scale  than  previously.  This,  as  reported  before,  has  been  successful  in  pre¬ 
venting  “at  risk’’  children  having  to  have  extractions,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a 
more  extensive  scheme  will  reduce  the  number  of  extractions  having  to  be  done. 

Accommodation : 

One  new  surgery  was  opened  in  1970.  This  was  in  the  new  Tunstall  Health 
Centre,  for  the  use  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service.  This  surgery  is 
of  modern  design,  and  can  be  used  either  in  the  traditional  fashion,  or  as  a  low 
seated  system.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

The  Medical  Director  reports  as  follows: — 

‘Tn  1970,  196  Tuberculin  positive  school  children  were  referred  for  routine 
chest  X-rays,  a  considerably  smaller  number  than  during  the  previous  year. 
None  of  these  children  were  considered  to  suffer  from  active  tuberculosis,  but 
hnal  reports  about  two  of  them  are  still  outstanding.  Amongst  the  remainder 
there  were  six  cases  of  healed  or  quiescent  primary  tuberculosis,  who  have  been 
asked  to  attend  for  annual  X-rays.  291  family  contacts  of  these  children 
attended  for  routine  X-rays,  amongst  whom  one  case  of  clinically  significant 
tuberculosis  and  a  number  of  cases  of  inactive  tuberculosis  were  found. 

In  addition,  a  large  number  of  children  were  sent  by  general  practitioners 
to  the  ‘‘Children  Session”  on  Tuesday  afternoons.  Amongst  these  the  following

NURSING 

The  Superintendent  School  Health  Visitor  has  submitted  the  following 
report : — 

‘‘The  routine  cleanliness  inspections  have  revealed  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  found  to  be  infested.  This  is  disappointing,  particularly  so 
after  a  decrease  the  previous  year,  but  appears  to  be  related  to  the  number  of 
boys  now  wearing  their  hair  longer. 

County  midclle  schools  are  continuing  to  use  the  Health  Education  services 
of  the  Department,  in  the  form  of  weekly  talks  to  children  throughout  the  year, 
combined  with  educational  visits  and  specialist  visitors. 
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St.  John  and  Red  Cross  regulation  eourses  have  continued  and,  in  some 
cases,  children  who  are  participating  in  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh’s  Award  Scheme 
have  attended  courses  in  the  clinics  after  school  hours.  Pupils  taking  C.S.E. 
examinations  have  also  had  short  courses  adapted  to  their  specific  needs,  and 
these  have  been  undertaken  by  the  School  Health  \dsitors.  Individual  lectures 
on  dings,  smoking  and  hygiene  have  also  been  requested  from  time  to  time  by 
some  of  the  high  schools. 

Routine  vision  and  hearing  tests  have  continued  in  all  schools,  and  nurses 
have  attended  sports  meetings,  swimming  galas  and  other  educational  activities. 

Health  visitor  students  from  Keele  and  nursery  nurses  in  training  at  The 
Elms  have  again  been  made  welcome  by  the  staff,  for  observation  visits. 

Mrs.  Zienkowicz  and  Mrs.  M.  Walker  returned  to  duty  in  October,  after 
successfully  completing  their  training  for  the  Health  Visitors’  Certificate,  and 
Miss  Loftus  commenced  her  training  at  Keele  in  the  same  month.

MENTAL  HEALTH 

The  part-time  Consultant  Psychiatrist  reports  as  follows: — 

‘‘1970  has  been  a  very  difficult  one  in  terms  of  staff  shortage  and  illness. 

In  March  we  welcomed  Mrs.  Ring  as  full-time  social  worker. 

In  April  Mrs.  Marshall  was  killed  in  a  car  accident.  Apart  from  our  own 
great  personal  grief,  this  meant  a  caseload  of  more  than  eighty  families  in  various 
stages  of  treatment,  to  be  shared  by  the  remaining  social  workers,  but  mostly 
by  Mrs.  Ring;  their  sense  of  loss  added  to  the  difficulty  of  such  a  sudden  transfer 
of  social  worker. 

We  were  not  able  to  appoint  another  social  worker  during  1970.  A  waiting 
list  has  necessarily  built  up  again,  which  had  improved  during  the  more  adequate 
staffing  of  1969.

riie  Educational  Psychologists  have  submitted  the  following  reports: — 

“In  addition  to  normal  Child  Cruidance  duties,  the  Educational  Psycholo¬ 
gists  have  the  responsibility  of  supervising  the  remedial  reading  classes  in  the 
City  schools,  children  who  have  tuition  at  home,  visiting  special  schools  on  a 
regular  basis  and  assisting  in  general  scholastic  evaluation  procedures. 

Reading  Classes: 

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  City,  the  total  number  of  children  in  attend¬ 
ance  in  remedial  reading  classes  at  31st  December,  1970,  was  2,146,  which  total 
consists  of  1,357  boys  and  79S  girls.  These  classes  are  conducted  in  79  schools 
in  the  City.  There  were  683  new  entrants  to  the  classes  during  the  year  and 
536  children  were  discharged,  having  made  sufficient  progress.  Over  the  past 
twelve  months,  455  children  gained  more  than  2  years  of  reading  age,  926 
gained  more  than  one  year,  870  less  than  one  year,  and  109  children  were  report¬ 
ed  as  having  made  little  or  no  progress.  Of  the  children  in  the  last  two  cate¬ 
gories,  some  are  awaiting  admission  to  special  schools,  and  some  have  been  in 
special  reading  classes  only  since  September,  1970.  The  classes  cater  for  the 
essential  needs  of  slow  learning  children  in  the  schools,  and  the  teachers  involved 
are  doing  very  valuable  work  in  helping  children  to  grasp  the  basic  skills  in  the 
reading  process.  The  co-operation  of  the  teachers  and  their  interest  in  less 
fortunate  children  is  very  much  appreciated. 

Mental  Testing: 

The  assessments/interviews  listed  below  were  undertaken  mainly  in  Citv 
schools,  and  only  rarely  in  Bedford  House: — 

170  children  (were  assessed  and/or  interviewed)  at  the  request  of  the 
Psychiatrist. 

30  children  at  the  request  of  the  Senior  School  Medical  Officer. 

107  children  at  the  request  of  Head  Teachers. 

19  children  at  the  request  of  other  agencies. 

33  children  were  assessed  as  a  result  of  the  9-!-  Mental  Survey  in  schools. 

110  children  under  observation  for  some  disability  of  mind  were  retested 
after  the  appropriate  interval. 

167  interviews  were  conducted  either  from  the  diagnostic  or  guidance 
viewpoints. 

12  children  were  visited  at  home,  either  for  assessment  or  in  connection  with 
behaviour  difficulties. 

Special  School  Visits: 

Regular  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Abbey  Hill,  Aynsle}',  Cicely  Haughton, 
Hanchurch  and  Horton  Lodge  Sy^ecial  Schools.  In  the  course  of  these  visits, 
198  children  were  assessed/interviewed  at  the  request  of  the  Head  Teachers. 

Miscellaneous: 

Two  national  conferences  were  attended  and  three  lectures  on  child 
psychology  were  given  in  various  neighbouring  colleges.  A  small  number  of 
children  whose  circumstances  merited  special  consideration  and  investigation, 
were  assessed  individually  at  the  request  of  the  Assistant  Education  Officer. 
Reports,  observations  and  investigations  were  carried  out  at  the  request  of  the 
Chief  Education  Officer  and  of  the  Senior  School  Medical  Officer.  Some  help 
was  given  to  the  Assistant  Education  Officer  with  regard  to  suitable  evaluation 
procedures  in  the  middle  schools. 

The  co-operation  of  the  head  teachers  and  their  staff,  when  schools  are 
visited,  has  been  readily  forthcoming,  and  is  very  much  ajipreciated.  Hut  for 
this  attitude,  much  of  our  work  would  be  in  vain.

“During  the  year  under  rev'iew,  the  work  was  geared  to  the  investigation 
and  management  of  children  with  anti-social  behaviour,  specific  handicaps  and 
learning  difficulties,  brought  to  notice  by  varicnis  referral  sources.  The  action 
taken  in  each  case  varied,  naturally,  according  to  circumstances,  but  in  general 
the  following  measures  were  applied  as  a  whole  or  in  ])art. 

1.  A  thorough  study  of  the  child  concerned,  including  an  evaluation  of 
his  abilities  and  attainments  through  the  application  of  standard 
intelligence  and  achievement  te.sts. 

2.  An  assessment  of  environmental  factors  bearing  on  the  child. 

3.  Discussion  with  head  teachers  and  parents  on  the  management  of  the 
problem  and  its  prevention. 

4.  Consultation  with  other  agencies  that  could  contribute  to  the  solution 
of  the  child’s  problem. 

o.  Reporting  upon  each  case  interviewed  and  tested  to  the  referring  source. 

The  number  of  cases  referred  during  the  year  rose  slightly  by  about  4-5%, 
there  being  a  marked  increase  in  referrals  from  the  Psychiatrist,  followed  by 
the  head  teachers,  the  school  medical  officers  and  other  agencies.  In  all  665 
cases  M^ere  dealt  with  in  1970,  as  against  636  in  1969. 

Of  significance,  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of  children  with  educational 
problems  in  the  9+  year  age  group  of  the  middle  schools.  These  were  the 
children  who  were  referred  for  further  individual  testing  as  a  result  of  their 
failure  in  the  9+  mental  surve}^  The  early  identification  of  these  children  has 
undoubted  advantages.  In  particular,  it  would  lead  to  the  early  elucidation 
of  the  disabilities  of  each  child,  and  the  timely  application  of  the  appropriate 
remedial  measures. 

Conversely,  there  is  a  marked  drop  in  the  number  of  11+  cases.  This  has 
fallen  to  16T3%  of  the  previous  year’s  total,  due  to  the  termination  of  the  11  + 
mental  survey.  There  is  also  a  fall  in  the  total  number  of  children  requiring 
periodic  reassessment  in  1970. 

Close  contact  with  the  head  teachers  and  teachers  was  continued.  Three 
days  in  every  week  were  devoted  to  the  visiting  of  the  various  schools.  These 
visits  always  proved  to  be  of  great  value.  Sufficient  time  was  set  aside  for  a 
thorough  discussion  of  children  presenting  varying  degrees  of  emotional  and 
educational  difficulties.  The  e.xchange  of  views  and  information  helped  to 
improve  the  understanding  of  the  problems  affecting  each  child  and  the  best 
way  of  dealing  with  them. 

Much  has  also  been  done  in  the  way  of  guidance  and  counselling  for  parents 
on  the  management  of  their  children  who  had  difficulty  in  learning  and  behaviour 
adjustment.  This  was  undertaken  through  meeting  parents  at  Bedford  House 
Clinic  and,  occasionally,  during  school  visits.  It  was  felt  that  this  approach  to 
parents  helped  to  promote  a  greater  understanding  of  their  child’s  emotional 
needs,  as  well  as  his  learning  difficulties  and  the  best  way  to  handle  them. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  1  received 
at  the  hands  of  my  colleagues  in  the  clinic,  and  also  the  co-o])eration  of  the  head 
teachers  and  staffs  of  the  schools  visited.

PSYCHIATRIC  SOCIAL  WORKER 


The  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  has  presented  the  following  report : — 

“During  H)7()  we  have  had  the  services  of  one  full-time  and  two  part-time 
social  workers. 

The  social  workers  have,  throughout  the  year,  continued  to  do  the  routine 
investigation  into  the  home  and  family  background  of  all  the  children  who  come 
to  the  clinic.  'Phis  is  a  task  which  requires  skilful  and  tactful  assessment  of  the 
many  and  varied  factors  which  have  led  up  to  the  condition  for  which  the  child 
has  been  referred,  in  order  to  determine  what  is  relevant  and  what  is  not.  The 
follow  up  from  this  can  range  from  helping  normal  good  parents  to  cope  with  the 
difficulties  of  a  child  who  happens  to  be  born  in  some  way  different  from  the 
normal,  to  getting  help  and  treatment  for  parents  who  are  themselves  ill  and 
whose  normal  children  are  suffering  as  a  result.  In  between  lies  a  vast  range 
of  problems  where  parents  have  been  helped  to  work  out  the  answer  to  their 
own  particular  situation,  whilst  the  child  is  helped  by  the  psychiatrist,  the 
psychologists  and  the  play  therapist. 

As  far  as  staff  has  permitted,  work  in  the  home  has  been  continued  and 
we  have  made  a  special  effort  to  help  the  parents  of  bed-wetting  children,  as 
this  is  such  a  troublesome  symptom.  We  can  reflect  with  pleasure  on  the 
mountains  of  washing  which  have  been  saved  as  the  children  clear  up,  and 
because  the  real  problem  which  lies  behind  the  symptom  has  also  been  tackled, 
we  feel  that  these  children  can  go  on  to  a  more  secure  future. 

Dealing  with  intangibles,  as  we  do,  the  results  must  also  remain  intangible, 
except  where  they  are  reflected  in  the  clearing  up  of  a  symptom  such  as  bed 
wetting.  Happier  homes,  mental  difficulties  sorted  out,  parents  who  have 
greater  understanding  of  their  children’s  needs,  who  have  become  more  confident 
in  handling  them  wisely,  who  have  got  rid  of  depressions,  tensions,  insecurities, 
who  have  been  supported  through  trouble  —  how  can  these  be  assessed? 

We  look  forward  with  interest  to  the  changes  in  the  social  services  in  the 
ensuing  year,  and  hope  this  will  result  in  a  more  economical  use  of  resources.  We 
have  appreciated  the  help  and  co-operation  which  we  have  received  from  the 
various  agencies  during  the  past  year,  and  are  sure  this  will  continue,  whatever 
the  set-up. 

We  are  also  very  grateful  to  Dr.  Fleetwood  and  his  staff  at  the  Town  Hall, 
to  the  staff  at  Westwood  Manor,  Pittsburgh  House  and  Hanchurch  Open-Air 
School  for  their  help  in  the  past  year. 

In  the  clinic,  too,  we  have  had  great  support  from  our  colleagues,  for  which 
we  are  continually  thankful,  since  harmony  within  the  team  is  essential  to  our 
work,  and  we  have  appreciated  the  way  in  which  the  clerks  have  kept  the  office 
running  smoothly.

(i)  Hentilee  C.  Infants’  School  -  provision  of  kitchen  and  dining  furniture 
store. 

(ii)  Pinewood  C.  Middle  &  Infants’  School  -  extension  to  dining  room. 

(iii)  Blurton  C.  Middle  &  Infants’  School  -  extension  to  dining  room. 

(iv)  Mill  Hill  C.  Middle  and  Infants’  Schools  -  extension  to  dining  room. 
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(v)  Hiirnwood  C.  Infants’  School  -  extension  to  dining  room. 

(vi)  Bncknall  C.E.  Middle  d'  Infants’  School  -  provision  of  scullery/dining 
room. 

The  kitchen  at  Bentilee  C.  Infants’  School  is  enabling  meals  to  be  cooked  on 
the  premises  at  that  school  for  the  first  time.  The  dining  room  extensions  have 
enabled  the  increased  numbers  requiring  school  meals  at  these  schools,  resulting 
from  Secondary  Schools  Re-organisation,  to  be  accommodated.  The  .scullery/ 
dining  room  provision  at  Bncknall  C.E.  Middle  &  Infants’  School  has  enabled 
dining  to  be  removed  from  the  classrooms,  and  also  for  washing  up  to  be  carried 
out  on  the  premises. 

Minor  Works  projects  at  present  in  hand  include: — 

(i)  Cauldon  C.  Middle  d:  Infants’  Schools  -  provision  of  kitchen  and  dining 
accommodation. 

(ii)  Penkhull  C.  Infants’  School  -  provision  of  kitchen. 

(iii)  Harpfield  C.  Middle  &  Infants’  Schools  -  provision  of  kitchen  and  dining 
accommodation. 

(iv)  Sneyd  Green  C.  Middle  &  Infants’  Schools  -  provision  of  kitchen  and 
dining  room. 

(v)  St.  Peter’s  C.E.  High  School  -  extension  to  kitchen  (existing  kitchen 
inadequate  to  cope  with  demand). 

(vi)  Ball  Green  C.  Middle  School  -  extension  to  kitchen  (existing  kitchen 
severely  overloaded). 

(vii)  Bucknall  C.  Infants’  School  -  provision  of  washing  up  facilities. 

The  number  of  pupils  having  school  meals  in  Stoke-on-Trent  has  remained 
constant,  despite  a  further  increase  in  the  price  of  meals.  It  may  be  necessary, 
however,  to  amend  our  policy  regarding  the  type  of  school  meal  offered  to  pupils 
in  the  senior  age  range,  bearing  in  mind  that  the  charge  for  school  meals  will  be 
increased  yet  again  to  12p  at  the  beginning  of  the  summer  term,  1971.

The  North  Staffordshire  Deaf  School. 

The  Headmaster  reports: — 

“The  number  of  children  at  the  school  has  remained  fairly  constant  at  1 16, 
whilst  the  number  of  Stoke-on-Trent  children  fell  slightly  to  32.  Apart  from 
children  leaving  school  at  16,  one  child  transferred  to  another  school  for  the 
deaf  when  her  parents  left  Stoke. 

Three  new  children  were  admitted,  all  aged  about  8.  They  had  been 
assessed  as  partially  hearing  .some  years  ago  and  it  was  then  felt  that  they  had 
enough  speech  and  residual  hearing  to  manage  in  an  ordinary  school,  as  many 
such  children  do.  Put  when  it  became  ap])arent  that  they  were  unable  to  do  so, 
they  were  admitted  to  this  school.  A  Partially  Hearing  Unit  in  a  middle  school 
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would  have  been  better  for  them  Imt,  unfortunately,  the  Partially  Hearing  Unit 
at  Hill  Top  School,  which  was  opened  this  year,  only  takes  infants  as  yet. 

\\’e  now  have  radio  microphones  fitted  in  two  infant  classes  and  the 
nursery  unit.  They  are  a  welcome  addition  to  the  eeiuipment  of  the  school. 
The  Peters  Individually  Adjustable  (irouj)  Hearing  System,  installed  in  the 
other  classes,  has  been  in  regular  use  lor  several  years  now  and  has  i)roved  to 
be  very  satisfactory.

Several  outings  were  arranged  for  the  children  during  the  year,  including 
visits  to  the  Pantomime  at  Leek,  to  Efrith  Beach  in  North  Wales  and  to  Trent- 
ham  Gardens.  All  the  outings  were  well  organised  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  by 
the  children. 

We  are  again  indebted  to  the  members  of  Longton  Round  Table  for  arrang¬ 
ing  our  bonfire  celebrations  and  providing  an  e.xcellent  firework  display.  We 
were  pleased  to  welcome  residents  from  the  village  and  the  surrounding  farms, 
who  joined  us  on  this  occasion. 

The  continued  interest  shown  by  local  organisations  and  the  gifts  and 
donations  received  during  the  year  are  much  appreciated.  Many  friends  from 
these  organisations  visited  the  school  at  Christmas  and  were  enteitained  by  the 
children,  who  acted  and  sang  the  Christmas  Story.

The  Headmaster  has  submitted  the  following  report: — 

“We  have  had  an  age  range  of  5  -  12  years,  and  within  these  age  groups 
there  has  been  a  widely  differing  range  of  ability.  The  small  classes,  however, 
have  given  us  the  opportunity  to  give  almost  individual  attention,  and  the 
progress  of  the  children  has  been  satisfactory,  both  socially  and  in  terms  of 
academic  achievement. 
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Mr.  j.  V  oung,  Educational  Psychologist,  has  continued  to  give  us  valuable 
assistance,  and  we  have  been  fortunate  in  having  the  regular  services  of  Mr. 
Cj.  S.  (Hidden,  Physiotherapist,  and  Mi.ss  E.L.  Dron,  Speech  Therapist.  The 
football  team  has  jdayed  several  matches  with  other  schools  and,  while  the 
standard  of  play  was  never  very  high,  the  matches  were  thoroughly  enjoyed  by 
visitors  and  home  supporters  alike.  Swimming,  however,  continues  to  be  the 
most  popular  sport,  and  during  the  year  seventeen  children  obtained  length 
certificates,  two  were  awarded  proficiency  certificates  and  one  gained  the  A.S.A. 
Bronze  Survival.  We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  P.H.  Davies  and  Mrs.  M.  Clark  for 
their  continued  help. 

In  February  Mrs.  K.M.  Wood  left  the  school  to  take  up  an  appointment  at 
Abbey  Hill,  and  we  were  pleased  to  welcome  Mrs.  M.  Willis,  who  was  appointed 
Deputy  Head  Teacher. 

The  termly  Open  Afternoons  continue  to  be  a  great  success,  and  have 
enabled  the  school  staff  to  maintain  closer  links  with  the  parents.  The  school 
choir  and  percussion  group  has  continued  to  flourish,  and  in  the  course  of  the 
year  they  performed  the  operetta  “Lieutenant  Cockatoo”,  which  was  produced 
in  the  summer  term,  and  “The  Christmas  Story”,  with  which  they  ended  the  year. 
Our  thanks  go  to  Mr.  A.J.  Paynes,  Music  Organiser,  for  the  additional  instru¬ 
ments  he  provided.

The  Headmaster  has  submitted  the  following  report : — 

“The  life  and  work  of  the  school  was  overshadowed  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Autumn  Term  by  the  sudden  and  tragic  death  of  the  Head  Teacher,  Mr.  E.E. 
Gaunt.  Children  and  teaching  staff  were  much  affected,  and  it  says  much  for 
his  influence  and  organisation  that  the  school  was  able  to  run  smoothly  and 
effectively  in  the  succeeding  months. 

Progress  was  maintained  in  the  classrooms  and  efforts  to  widen  the  ex¬ 
periences  and  .social  contacts  of  the  children  proved  worth  while. 

The  acquisition  of  a  mini-bus  during  the  Summer  Term  made  many  new 
activities  possible  and  others  easier  to  arrange.  Children  throughout  the  school 
benefited.  Exploring  and  becoming  familiar  with  the  life  of  the  City  and  sur¬ 
rounding  area  formed  an  important  part  of  the  school’s  programme.  Children 
learned  quicker  and  gained  a  better  understanding  because  of  first  hand 
experience. 

Piq:)ils  attended  courses  at  Wedgwood  Memorial  College,  Stanley  Head 
Outdoor  Activities  Centre,  Kibblestone  Scout  Camp  and  Northwood  Sports 
Stadium.  There  were  regular  meetings  with  other  schools  for  football,  netball 
and  athletics.  Weekly  swimming  classes  were  well  attended  by  both  girls  and 
boys. 

Youth  hostelling  tours  were  carried  out  in  the  Lake  District  and  Peak 
District.  Nine  ])upils  and  former  pupils  gained  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh’s  Award 
at  Bronze  standard. 
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Mr.  O.R.  Jolinstone,  Careors’  Officc'r,  played  a  vital  role  in  onr  school 
leavers’  programme,  and  no  child  left  school  without  suitable  em]:)loyment  being 
found  or  alternative  arrangements  being  made. 

The  Youth  and  Adult  Centres  at  Chell  and  Oueensberry  continued  to  offer 
leisure  time  facilities  to  former  pupils.  Clo.se  contacts  were  maintained  witli 
many  of  our  young  people,  and  advice  or  practical  helj)  was  available  when 
needed.

The  Headmaster  has  submitted  the  following  rejiort : — 

“During  the  year  the  number  on  roll  varied  between  157  and  1(51.  New 
admissions  during  the  year  totalled  37,  and  5  children  were  de-ascertained.  The 
children  who  left  at  statutory  age  were  satisfactorily  placed  in  employment 
with  the  co-operation  of  Miss  Wood  and  Mr.  Hilditch,  Careers  Officers. 

Progress  has  been  maintained  in  the  basic  subjects,  as  also  in  craft,  hand¬ 
work  and  allied  subjects,  and  once  again  the  visits  to  various  pottery  factories 
proved  valuable.  Swimming  remains  at  a  high  standard,  gold,  silver  and 
bronze  medals  having  been  awarded  throughout  the  year. 

35  pupils,  accompanied  by  eight  members  of  staff,  went  to  Holyrood 
Convalescent  Home  during  the  first  two  weeks  in  June,  as  did  some  35  pupils  and 
members  of  staff  during  the  middle  two  weeks  of  August. 

7  girls,  accompanied  by  one  member  of  staff,  spent  a  week  at  Kibblestone 
in  connection  with  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh’s  Award  Scheme. 

The  Child  Care  course  has  continued  to  flourish,  under  the  able  direction  of 
Nurse  Sparrow. 

Close  contact  has  been  maintained  with  the  Abbey  Hulton  Health  Centre, 
and  Nurse  Glass  and  Nurse  Johnson  have  visited  the  school  regularly.  Mr. 
5'oung,  Educational  Psychologist,  has  also  paid  regular  visits,  and  continues  to 
play  an  important  part  in  the  functioning  of  the  school. 

In  March,  work  commenced  on  the  special  unit  for  autistic  children,  and 
is  now  nearing  completion.  It  is  hoped  that  the  unit  will  come  into  use  early 
in  the  New  Year. 

1970  ended  with  a  Carol  Service  and  Nativity  Play,  in  which  all  the  children, 
staff  and  parents  participated.  This  was  followed  by  the  junior  children’s 
Christmas  party  in  the  afternoon  and  the  senior  children’s  party  and  dance  in 
the  evening. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  again  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  Abbey  Hill  for  their 
untiring  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  children,  and  members  of  the  Education 
Department  for  their  help  and  continued  siipport.

Cicely  Haughton  Boarding  School  for  Boys 

The  Head  Teacher  has  snbmitted  the  following  report  for  the  year  under 
review: — 

“During  the  year  14  boys  were  discharged,  (3  of  these  being  from  Stoke-on- 
Trent.  1(3  boys  were  admitted,  and  all  these  came  from  our  own  Authority. 
The  requests  for  places  from  the  City  is  now  keeping  pace  with  vacancies,  and 
hence  few  children  from  other  Authorities  can  be  considered. 

The  })attern  of  reasons  for  referral  has  continued  to  swing  towards  severe 
behaviour  disorders  and,  inevitably,  requests  for  places  for  unsuitable  cases 
continue.  The  selection  procedure  helps  to  keep  down  the  admissions  of 
delinquent  rather  than  maladjusted  cases,  though  requests  to  admit  these  are 
likely  to  increase  with  the  change  in  the  social  services  relating  to  children. 

In  each  case  a  number  of  reasons  is  given  for  referral.  The  main  ones  for 


this  year’s  admissions  are  as  follows: —

This,  along  with  the  valuable  assistance  we  receive  from 
visiting  specialists,  has  enabled  us  to  continue  the  same  comprehensive  range 
of  educational  and  therapeutic  treatment.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Authorit}’ 
and  Officials,  whose  support  in  administration  make  these  standards  possible. 

Throughout  the  year  there  has  been  a  welcome  interest  in  the  school  from 
students  and  voluntary  bodies.  The  one-time  image  of  Westwood  Manor  as 
a  detention  place  for  bad  boys  has  happily  receded. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  no  loss  of  staff  and  the  combination  of 
experienced  and  willing  domestic,  child  care  and  teaching  staff,  has  kept  the 
“home’’  as  well  as  the  school  in  a  very  satisfactory  and  happy  state.

Pittsburgh  House  Boarding  Home 

During  the  year  four  girls  were  admitted  to  the  hostel  and  six  were  discharg¬ 
ed.  Of  the  latter,  five  returned  to  their  homes  and  one  was  transferred  to  a 
hostel  admini.stered  by  the  Children’s  Department.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  twelve  girls  in  residence,  of  whom  four  were  from  Stoke-on-Trent  and 
the  remainder  from  other  authorities. 

Apart  from  minor  ailments,  the  general  health  of  the  children  remained 
satisfactory  and  their  progress  was  kept  under  review  by  the  Psychiatrist  and 
the  School  Medical  Officer,  both  of  whom  visited  the  hostel  regularly  throughout 
the  year.  Dr.  Nayar  continued  to  give  his  services  whenever  requested,  and 
individual  children  received  attention  at  the  local  school  clinic,  where  appro¬ 
priate. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  staffing  problems  again  led  to  great  difficulty 
in  maintaining  a  stable  environment  at  the  hostel,  and  this  was  reflected  in  an 
increasing  tension  among  the  children  in  residence.  In  October  Miss  Jones, 
who  had  held  the  post  of  Junior  Housemother  since  June,  Iflflf),  resigned  her 
appointment  and  could  not  be  immediately  replaced.  Mrs.  Rees  carried  on 
single  handed  for  some  time,  but  was  eventually  compelled  to  withdraw,  owing 
to  ill-health,  and  she,  too,  subsequently  resigned  her  appointment.  During  the 
remaining  weeks  of  the  autumn  term  the  hostel  was  kept  going  by  members  of 
the  School  Health  Service  nursing  staff,  who  undertook  relief  duties,  often  at 
considerable  personal  inconvenience,  and  to  whom  thanks  are  due  for  their 
efforts  under  very  trying  circumstances. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  with  the  appointment  of  new  staff,  the  hostel  can 
assume  its  former  role,  and  that  a  longer  period  of  stability  will  ensue.

We  were 
pleased  to  welcome  the  following  to  the  staff :  Mr.  Bakehouse,  as  Deputy  Head 
Teacher,  and  his  wife,  Mrs.  Bailey,  Miss  Storer,  Miss  Heath,  Mrs.  Fspley  and 
Mrs.  Royle. 
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School  activities  were  as  full  as  ever.  Visits  were  arranged  to  the  Police 
Horse  Training  School  at  Stafford,  Twycross  Zoo,  Champion  Bakery,  Stanley 
Pool  and  Burslem  Fire  Station,  and  there  were  numerous  shopping  expeditions 
to  Leek.  The  children  were  taken  to  the  Victoria  Theatre  to  see  “Dick  Whit¬ 
tington”,  to  the  Biddulph  Children’s  Theatre,  and  to  see  “Babes  in  the  Wood” 
in  Leek.  We  thank  our  kind  friends  who  organised  outings  to  Ffrith  Beach  and 
to  the  Leek  Pantomime.  We  also  made  use  of  Cactus,  the  canal  barge,  for  a 
day  trip  on  the  Cauldon  Canal  and  we  had  a  visit  from  animals  from  Ashover 
Zoo. 

Swimming  was  as  popular  as  ever,  and  32  children  obtained  their  25  yards 
certihcate.  Others  achieved  swimming  awards  for  the  physically  handicapped, 
preliminary,  intermediate  and  advanced;  the  Stoke-on-Trent  proficiency 
certificate;  the  A.S.A./E.S.S.A.,  Stages  1  and  2  and  also  awards  for  swimming 
100,  200,  400,  600  and  SOO  metres.  These  residts  speak  for  themselves.  Two 
Galas  were  held  in  the  summer  with  great  success.  Riding  lessons  were  con¬ 
tinued,  and  fifteen  children  benefited  from  these.  We  now  have  our  own  pony, 
Curly,  who  was  a  gift  to  us.  Our  thanks  go  to  Miss  Jackson  and  her  staff  at 
Endon  Riding  School  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

Six  boys  became  members  of  the  1st  Leek  Cub  Pack,  and  continue  to 
enjoy  their  weekly  night  at  the  Cubs. 

At  the  end  of  July,  23  children  were  taken  to  Llandudno  for  a  holiday  for 
nine  days,  as  in  the  past  two  years.  Children  and  staff  had  an  enjoyable  time, 
and  our  thanks  go  to  all  who  made  the  venture  possible.  We  were  again  for¬ 
tunate  with  the  weather. 

Contact  with  parents  was  maintained  at  all  times.  The  Parents’  Evenings 
were  well  attended  and  parents  have  visited  the  school  individually.  Other 
events  during  the  year  have  been  Sports  Day,  Harvest  Service,  when  we 
welcomed  the  Reverend  Blake,  Bonfire  Partv  and  Eireworks,  Coffee  Evening 
and  Autumn  Fair  and,  of  course,  the  Christmas  celebrations.  The  children  gave 
four  performances  of  “A  Space  Oddity”.  Over  350  people  came  -  parents  and 
friends,  invited  guests  and  children  from  Flash  and  Horton  Primary  Schools. 
All  our  children  took  part  and  derived  great  pleasure  from  the  production,  and 
so  did  the  audiences.  In  turn,  our  children  were  invited  to  the  Christmas 
productions  of  the  above  schools,  which  were  very  much  enjoyed.  Christmas 
festivities  were  completed  with  the  usual  party,  dinner  and  Carol  Service.

Holyrood  Convalescent  Home 

The  Matron  reports: —

Rhyl  Children’s  Convalescent  and  Holiday  Home 

During  the  year  437  children  have  been  admitted  to  this  Convalescent  and 
Holidat^  Home,  which  is  administered  by  a  voluntary  committee. 

The  recent  installation  of  central  heating  has  enabled  the  season  to  be 
extended  into  the  colder  months  of  the  year,  and  parties  of  children  can  now  be 
accommodated  from  February  until  the  beginning  of  December.  This  is  a  much 
more  satisfactory  arrangement,  and  allows  the  benefits  of  the  Home  to  be  more 
fully  exploited. 

Staffing  at  the  Home,  long  a  problem,  has  now  been  put  on  a  firmer  footing 
and  this,  together  with  the  general  improvement  in  facilities  available  for  the 
children,  has  led  to  the  achievement  of  standards  more  in  keeping  with  present 
day  practice. 

The  Home  continues  to  be  popular  with  children  and  their  parents,  and 
many  requests  are  received  for  a  second  visit.

NURSERY  SCHOOLS  AND  CLASSES 

The  Organiser  for  Infant  and  Nursery  Schools  reports  as  follows: — 

“In  October,  1970,  the  Authority  opened  a  thirty  unit  nursery  class  at 
North  C.  Mixed  and  Infants’  School,  Cobridge.  There  are  now  48  nursery  classes 
attached  to  primary  schools  in  the  City. 

The  first  phase  of  the  Pre-School  Education  Project,  in  which  four  of  the 
Authority’s  schools  have  participated,  is  now  completed,  and  the  Schools’ 
Council  hopes  to  publish  its  findings  next  year. 

Thirty-two  students  were  awarded  the  National  Nursery  Examination 
Board  Certificate  on  completion  of  their  training  at  The  Elms  Technical  College 
in  1970. 

Head  Teachers  and  staffs  of  nursery  schools  have  attended  courses  on 
learning  and  experience  in  the  pre-school  years,  the  development  of  the  young 
child’  s  use  of  language  and  exploring  early  scientific  interests. 

Close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  between  the  nursery  staff  and  the 
School  Health  .section,  who.se  .services  are,  as  ever,  greatly  appreciated.
